Traffic over the railway, running 


east and west through the heart of 
central China's rich 
agricultural 


area, had been blocked shortly be- 
fore by aerial bombardment, dis- 
rupting transportation of war sup- 
plies to China's huge army defend- 
ing the region. 


In reaching the railway the Jap- 


anese achieved a goal for which 
they had been battling five months. 


Japanese army spokesmen de- 


clared 400,000 Chinese troops were 
trapped in the Suchow area, with 
no choice other than to surrender 
or face annihilation. Suchow was 
violently bombed, with 100 civil- 
ians killed. 


Land Troops 


While the Japanese were furious- 


ly pressing their advantage in cen- 
tral China, warships landed troops 
near the south China port of Foo- 
chow—evidently for an attack on 
the Canton-Hankow railway. 


Japanese planes 
swarmed over- 


head, protecting the ground troops 
as they planted the rising sun flag 
on the Lunghai railway. 


At least 200 planes were reported 


supporting the operations, bombing 
and machine gunning Chinese de- 
fenses and dumping huge quantities 
of explosives on Suchow, junction 
point of the Lunghai and Tientsin- 
Pukow railways. 


Military observers believed the 


landing at the mouth of the Min riv- 
er, 10 miles below Foochow,. was 
preliminary to a determined effort 
to cut the Canton-Hankow line 
over which China has been receiv- 
ing most of the munitions and dther 
supplies coming to ,her through 
south China, ports."' J\ 'j~, ' _*~- 
. Japanese for months have been 


bombarding the 
Canton-Hankow 


railway from the air, trying with 
indifferent 
success to stop 
the 


movement of war supplies to the 
interior. A naval blockade off the 
south China coast likewise failed 
to shut off supplies. 


The position of Chinese troops in 


the Suchow area was admittedly 
critical, although foreign military 
observers did not regard it as hope- 
ess yet.

RAILROADS 


The railroads on \\hich the Great 


Northwest depends for service were nearly 
$7,000,000 short of making their operating 
expenses and taxes during the first three 
months of 1938. 


These railroads are indispensable to the 


country. 
Their ability !o operate at a 


profit is vital. 


What is the real cause of the railroad 


collapse we see all about us, its resultant 
misery in unemployment and its spread of 
decay to the many communities that have 
depended upon it to a material degree? 


There are two general causes which, 


were it possible to remove them, would 
bring the railroads springing to their feet 
and return a million men to steady, de- 
pendable 
employment 
and 
invigorate 


many towns that are now feeling the be- 
numbing effects of an industrial creeping 
paralysis. 


In the first place measures such as 


those now pending before congress to put 
all carriers of whatever kind or descrip- 
tion under the same regulation to which 
railroads must bend the knee, should be 
immediately passed." 


What sort of justice is it that loads one 


carrier down with expenses, duties, delays 
and responsibilities and permits another 
either to go scot-free or to carry a lighter 
load? 


An almost unbelievable example of the 


•way this government operates with rail- 
"xoads may be found in the fact that for 
nearly 20 years public funds have been 


• devoted to operating barges on the Miss- 
issippi river simply because the barge 
business was not self-supporting. 
Thus 


the government spent money at certain 
seasons of the year and was the loser. But 
it was a treble-jointed loss. The govern- 
ment is actually now depriving the rail- 
roads along the Mississippi of this busi- 
ness which they would otherwise obtain 
causing a serious loss of course to the rail- 
roads, and then that same government 
thinks of subsidizing the railroads which 
will make still a third loss. It is certainly 
a rare case of governmental jim-jams. 
But although it is somewhat of an extreme 
example it is typical to the extent that the 
government is constantly a party to a 
wilful program of hurting the railroads 
that has now become a habit. 


The next most important obstruction 


to railroad solvency is taxes. 
Railroad 


taxes :n 1932 were high. They have since 
increased 30 per cent. And this under an 
administration that believes in the princi- 
ple of "make those pay who are able 
to pay." 


It all looks like a job for the Mad 


Hatter. But it isn't. It is an example of 
the result of gross injustice, an injustice 
which if visited upon the ordinary indi- 
vidual 
would 
make 
him 
righteously 


scream in pain to high heaven. 


If these two critical and impressive 


wrong; were corrected 
your 
railroads 


would be going merrily along about their 
business not even thinking of trying to cut 
wages but intent upon hiring more men 
and giving better and more efficient ser- 
vice if such a thing were possible. 


A KLUXER'S FIRST YEAR 


Ch:ef Justice Hughes, more than any 


other man perhaps, should know and ap- 
preciate the vital necessity in this great 
government of ours of securing "able and 
industrious judges" qualified, as the Chief 
Justice emphasized in his address before 
the American Law Institute, "by training, 
experience and temperament" for office. 
Unfortunately the meaning of these ex- 
pressions is not clear to passing upon the 
public because they think of judges too 
often in respect to the validity of laws 
whereas such cases probably do not reach 
one-tenth' of one per cent of the total 
submitted. 
- Just recently, for instance, a Chicago 
judge put on probation a young man who 
set out to waylay another, struck him a 
blow and killed him, although the jury, 
properly and intelligently, found the man 
guilty of manslaughter. The same judge 
put on probation a few days later a Cook 
County official who pled guilty to em- 
bezzling $1200, and in spite of this plea the 
judge entered in his journal that he em- 
bezzled only $199 because the law of Illi- 
nois prohibits probation of embezzling of- 
ficials vhere the amount is over $200. In a 
short time this same judge had put on pro- 
bation 137 criminals convicted by juries, 
thus exercising in effect the executive 
JEWver o^Pardoning, andjndicating a ser- 


ious temperamental deficiency for judicial 
duties. 


All of this is. material to the article 


just published in Harper's and written by 
Marquis Childs, a well known and highly 
reputable Washington correspondent. The 
article is replete with reflections upon the 
ability, capacity and temperament of Hugo 
Black, now justice of the supreme court 
of the United States and formerly a hood- 
ed kleagle with influence 
over 
other 


hooded miscreants wielding torch and gun. 
Mr. Childs records the fact that Justice 
Black ij so lacking as a craftsman in the 
law that his judicial opinions often must 
be written by the other members of the 
court in order that they accurately cover 
the case. 


The opinions of the supreme court of 


the United States in the discussion of legal 
principles and their application whether 
in ths damage action of a widow for the 
negligent death of her husband, an ad- 
miralty case over salvaging a, wreck at 
sea, a murder case on some government 
property or reservation or involving an 
agent or employe of the federal govern- 
ment, an appeal from the highest courts 
of Puerto Rico or the Philippines, or any 
other of the multitude of situations that 
involve important human relations and 
have to do with the tremendous business 
of an organization that collects over 5 bil- 
lions a year, stand as authority in all the 
numerous federal trial courts throughout 
the land and the various circuit courts 
of appeal. 


That Justice Black's lack of ability is 


not only woefully apparent and his tem- 
peramental deficiency startling but the 
situation has become so extreme as to cre- 
ate the most unusual of conditions that 
may be found in the following quoted 
paragraph from reliable Raymond Clap- 
per, staff writer for the Scripps-IIoward 
Syndicate and who put the Childs article 
squarely up to other members of the court 
for their comment: 


"I have inquired directly of several 


members of the supreme court as to 
the accuracy of the reflections upon 
Justice Black's ability, and in no case 
hcs anyone dissented or offered one 
word in Justice Black's defense, even 
privately. 
From these conversations 


and from the internal evidence in the 
article itself, I have no doubt in my 
own mind that the essential material 
which reflects upon Justice Black came 
from within the court itself." 
The appointment of Kluxer Black, un- 


fortunately, cannot be looked upon as the 
mere occasional blunder that may happen 
in .any well regulated household. 
Mr. 


Black is the sort of man who has been sell- 
ing himself to the President right along. 
Mr. Black, indeed, is typical of the kind 
of men who, from behind Mr. Roosevelt's 
back and using the President's prestige as 
a sounding board, have been running this 
country. 


Ordinarily a man of experience in pub- 


lic affairs is cautious of the voluble fellow 
who knows it all or seeks to exalt himself 
by asserting that those who occupy high, 
important and critical positions arc very 
brittle pieces of clay. But the President 
has been fooled more than one man's share 
of times. 


Although Mr. Black is only one of nine 


members of the highest court and some- 
how that tribunal may be depended upon 
to struggle along because of the high grade 
of its "other members, the Klan spirit, 
as emplified by Kluxer Black, is ruling in 
a good many departments in this govern- 
ment of ours. 


FOUR MILLION TO WORK! 


Blazoned forth on every front page in 


America was the wondrous story of cheer 
that four million of the unemployed are 
shortly going back to work. 


But when the details are read somehow 


the cheer trickles out to a mirthless cackle 
and the story falls as flat as a Mexican 
promise to pay a debt. For these unem- 
ployed are put to work through more na- 
tional borrowing and pump-priming now 
recognized for the most part as vote in- 
fluencing. 


What a wonderful thing it would be in 


America if the four million were going 
back to honest jobs. And what an empty 
fadcout it is as it is. 


True, the men will be put to work. 


True, there will be something in the na- 
ture of stimulation everywhere in the 
country by reason of the fact and the 
expenditure. 


But, terrible truth, there will be the 


usual heartbreaking flop and the four mil- 
lion, and perhaps more next time, will be 
turned back upon the relief rolls while 
the fumblcrs with mumbling words hang 
onto ;he scats of the mighty, seats that 
never knew such featherweights before. 


Mcinwhile 
the 
moth-eaten 
jargon 


about buying power and spending arcs 
and all the other flub-bub and hackneyed 
piffle originated by Karl Marx and adopt- 
ed by this administration may be pre- 
pared for an American shroud and the 
eventual funeral ceremonies in 1940. 


But until then the misery must go on. 


the suffering and the heart-ache continue. 
We have to get enough of it so we will 
never forget it.

shoes should be regarded as an evil 
made necessary by civilization and 
custom. 


The health, strength and beauty 


of the feet are best preserved by 
going barefoot, or as nearly bare- 
foot as conditions will permit, now 
and always. 


When foot covering is necessary 


to protect the feet the more close- 
ly it follows the soft moccasin type 
the better. 


No stiffening whatever should be 


used in the footwear of children 
under five years of age. 


No heels should be permitted on 


shoes worn by girls under twelve 
years of age. 


Every child, for that matter every 


adult, should go barefoot or wear 
only soft moccasins or unrestrain- 
ing sandals whenever and wherev- 
er this is reasonably possible. 


I am not advising anybody to 


make a monkey or a nuisance of 
himself. But there are many occa- 
sions and circumstances when one 
may enjoy going barefoot. For in- 
stance, when working in one's own 
garden. People who have tried this 
often 
become quite enthusiastic 


about the benefits of it. Lc'me see, 
wasn't there a craze back in the 
nineties for walking barefoot on the 
dew-covered grass night and morn- 
ing—the Kncipp cure? 


Aggressiveness of the shoe sales- 


men has made many customers be- 
lieve the support of shoes is essen- 
tial to preserve the arches or some 
such poppycock.
